NEW LOW RECORDS MADE

New York, Aug. 5.—(Special.]—Two 
stock exchange firms were forced to suspend 
in Wall street today, and, as a result, the 
prices of stocks, already so badly demoral- 
ized, suffered heavy slumps. 

The condition of the market can be plainly 
seén when it is stated that twelve different 
stocks, many of them of the most prominent 
on the list, have recorded a total loss dur- 
ing the last week of $85,458,000. 


Failures Demoralize Market. 

The firms which went down today wero 
Sharp & Bryan and Hurbbutt, Hatch & Co. 
The announcement of these failures on the 
stock exchange added weakness to the maf- 
ket, which at times was in a demoralized 
condition, from which not even large sup- 
porting orders were able torescueit. Trans- 
actions were on a large scale, the total deal- 
ings of the day exceeding the million share 
mark in stocks, while the sales of bonds 
reached $4,600,000, 

Wall street began business feeling depres- 
sion. The sharp declines of the day be- 
fore had produced renewed uneasiness, and | 
it was genéralty expected that 
be announced. The expectation was real- 
ized, for about 11 o'clock the chairman called 
for the attention of the brokers and the an- 
nouncement was received with general .re- 
gret that Sharp & Bryan, 25 Broad street, 
had been forced to suspend. At one time 
this firm transacted considerable business 
for J. P. Morgan & Co. Recently, however, 
they have not been acting for Morgan. 


Chemical Stocks the Cause. 
According to a representative of the as- 


signee their books show no evidence of hav- |. 


ing had any recent connection with the sup- 
port of United States Stee) and the other 
Morgan specialties. The failure is said to 
have been due largely to the sharp deciine in 
prices of the shares of the Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical company, in which the firm. is 
largely interested. George H. Sullivan of 
the law firm of Sullivan & Cromwell is the 
assignee of Sharp & Bryan. He published a 
short etatement regarding the status of tne 
firm, as follows: 

‘The firm has made a general aseteninedt 
for the purpdse of insuring equality among 


its creditors withéut preference. The cause— 
is directly attributable to the sudden and ex-. 


treme shrinkage in the market value of the 


securities of the firm. The liabilities, mostly | 


secured, are about $5,000,000." The value of 
the assets and securities amounts to several 
million dollars, dependent on the market con- 
ditions. Most of the creditors, recognizing 
that the present conditions are short lived, 
are fairly and wisely withholding their se- 
curities from sale."’ 

firm of Sharp & Bryeh was organized 
in 1891 and the partners are W, W. Sharp 
and Charles Bryan, both of them being mem- 
bers of the New York stock exchange. Bryan 
is a member of the covering committee, hav- 
‘ing been reélected at the fast election. . Ac- 
cording to the assignee the firm has no open 
contracts in the market and the failure will 
not involve any other. 


Lorn Caused the Slump. 

The decline of Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
is the direct outcomé of the appearance of 
the company in thé market to borrow money, 
which grew out of an extension by the com- 
pany of its business, due to the necessity of 
making large purchases of raw material, and 
the lowering of the price of some of its com- 
modities due to the fight of competitors. 
The announcement of the failure of Hurlbutt, 
Hatch & Co. was made soon after 2 o'clock. 
It was received with little attention by mem- 
bers, as the firm has been doing a small busi- 
ness. Besides, the suspension of the firm 
had been expected for several days, as it was 
involved by the failure of Talbot J. Taylor & 
Co., for which firm they executed orders. 
The firm was organized in 1899 and consisted 
of three partners, John Henry Hurlbut, J. 
Fraitley Smith, and E. Sandford Hatch. The 
latter is a board member. He is commonly 
known in the street as “‘ Sandy "' Hatch, and 
is interested in sporting events. 


Market Completely Demoralized. 

So far as the stock market is concerned, 
complete demoralization may be said to have 
reigned during the greater part of the day. 
The prices of all securities declined steadily. 
There were a few feeble, feverish rallies, 
but when the low prices of the day were 
reached they also marked new low records for 
the present movement in not less than sev- 
éenty-seven active and inactive issues. The 
market opened with a slight showing of 
strength, but within a few minutes it devel- 
oped a selling movement which was so evi- 
dently in the nature of urgent liquidation 
that not even large supporting orders were 
abie to stem the tide. It soon became evi- 
dent that a genera] closing out of loans was 
in progress, and as there was scarcely any 
demand for stocks the securities pressed on 
sale were permitted to op at whatever price 
they could bring. 

Tie support of United States Steel shares 
was one of the features of the early trading, 
put the beneficial effect exercised by this sup- 
port on the rest of the market was soon lost 
when the announcement of the first failure

Catholics from United States 
Given Audience Refused

Pontiff Has a Word for Each of

ROME, Aug. 5.~A pilgrimage of Catholics 
from the United States today received from 
Pope Pius X. an honor not yet accorded to 
the highest church and diplomatic digna- 
taries of Europe. They were received in 
audience by the new pontiff—were the first 
to réceive’the blessing of Pius X.—and it 
was his first bestowal of the apostolic bless-

Special Has Right of Way. 

The special was made up of a powerful 
Santa Fé locomotive, one coach, and the 
hotel car Rocket, and was manned by a reg- 
ular train crew.

There 
will be no stops except to change engines, 
the train having been given right of way. 

The scheduled time of the trip from Chi- 
cago to Los Angeles is sixty and a quarter 
hours, and, counting in the two hours differ- 
ence in time, the actual time will be sixty- 
two and a quarter hours. This is a reduc- 
tion of nearly eight hours from regular time. 

The employment of the special train was 
made necessary by the fact that the regular 
fast coast trains leave Chicago only on Tues- 
day and Saturday mornings. Mr. Lowe left 
New York at 2:45 p. m. on Tuesday, and if 
the special reaches the Pacific coast on time 
the trip across the continent will have been 
accomplished in seventy-nine and a quarter 
hours’ scheduled time, or eighty-two and a 
quarter hours’ actual time. 


Fastest Time Ever

train must average 36.5 miles an hour for 
the entire distance, including stops. George

The Italian government had hoped to re- 
ceive official notification of the election of 
Pius X., but the new pontiff is not yet will- 
ing to recognize the Italian government, and 
no notification has been made.

Two physicians in 
the radiograph department of the London 
hospital have fallen victims to that {nfiu- 
ence, with the result that they have 
taken an enforced holiday and that the 
use of the rays for direct examination of 
injuries has been abandoned. | 
The first symptom of X ray poisoning is 
a troublesome inflammation of the hands, 
accompanied by swellings resembling chil- 
blains, depression of spirits, and insomnia. 
The finger nails, too, are affe¢ted, a ridge 
forming down the center:in which pus is 
generated. After the matter has been re- 
moved the nail seems partially to perish, 
the injury to the matrix impairing future 
growth. | | 
The trouble is chiefly n¥ticeable in the 
finger tips, decreasing towards the wrist, but 
slight evidences are generally to be found 
on more parts of the body. The eyes, too, 
are apt to suffer from ray flicker. 
Regarded pathologically the results of the 
use of X rays seem to be cumulative, being 
up to a certain point highly beneficial and 
beyond that the reverse. : 
Quite another story is told by another 
paper, which quotes the physician in charge 
of one of the departments of Guy's hos-

WARSHIPS ON THE ALERT 
TO PROTECT MAINE COAST. 
New Singland Harbors Threatened with 


Attack from Hostile Squadron in

Portland, Me., Aug. 6, 1 a. m.—At midnight 
last night that portion of the New England 
coast from the British boundary to Cape 
Ann had been theoretically threatened by 
a hostile fleet for a period of twelve hours, 
but so far as Known the ‘“‘ enemy” had not 
taken advantage of the northeast storm and 
thick weather to slip past the defending fleet 
and establish itself in any harbor.

Many of the ships are 
equipped with a wireless system of tele-

STORM EXPECTED. 


sodden Drop of Barometer Ex- 
ceeds That Just Before the 
St. Louis Cyclone. 


Chicago had a meteorological adventure 
yesterday and a hairbreadth escape. For 
three-quarters of an hour just before noon 
the city was threatened with a cyclone, and 
why it failed to appear is puzzling the 
weather man. Forecaster Walz expected to 
see the storm sweep down upon the-city at 
any moment and notified all shipping to stay 
in port. , 

The atmospheric disturbance was general 
throughout northern [llinois, but centered 
in Chicago. The morning winds from the 
north and those from the south and south-. 
west had piled a wall of air up around the 


city. 
- Barometer Falls Suddenly. 


Then the wall suddenly gave way and the 
barometer fell nearly a quarter of an inch, 
just half the barometric fall attending the St. 
Louis cyclone of 1896. At 11 o'clock the bar- 
ometer registered 29.96 inches, while at 11:45. 


it stood at 29.74. The thermometer also rose 


from 68 to 77 degrees, and the wind increased 
, tthe great velocity of fifty-six miles an hour. 
This was the characteristic condition 
which the forecaster knew rarely failed to 
produce a cyclone, and just what prevented 
the threatened: descent is not known. The 
slightest change in the direction of a current 
ef air would have started the whirling mo- 
tion which constitutes the tornado. The sud- 
den fall of the barometer produced a’ scene 
of excitemeht in the weather bureau, where 
suth an event has not been chronicled imsevy- 
eral years. 


- In Suspense Nearly an Hour. 


“T expected a cyclone to strike ‘us any 
minute of that three-quarters of an hour,” 
said Forecaster Walz. ‘‘ The sudden fall of 
the barometer, the greatest since the St. 
Louis cyclone, accompanied by the high 
winds and rise of temperature, supplied all 
the conditions necessary to a tornado. The 
springing up of a light wind from off the 


have setiup a whirling motion in the air with 
a.bad storm.as the result: 

“I warned all shipping not to leave port. 
Gradually the danger of the condition passed 
away, although the disturbances were felt 
all through this part of the country. Soon 
after the condition passed away here we 
heard from Detroit that a similar phenom.

Kenosha, Wis., Aug. 5.—[ Special. }—After 
being tossed about in a storm on Lake Mich- 
igan all night in a little disabled yacht, three 
men were rescued from the Gingo of the 
Kenosha Yacht club fieet by the life savers 
teday. The rudder of their little craft be- 
came disabled early in the night, and when 
taken aboard the surf boat. they were ex- 
hausted by their efforts to reach the beach 
and nearly drowned by the seas which had 
broken over their craft.

They 
worked about the craft for two hours and 
a half, and with the aid of Capt. Olsen and 
the life savers the craft were put back into 
the water, apparently uninjured.

BIG ANEURISM IS REDUCED. 


Application of Electric Current to 
Artery of Philadelphia Man 
Saves His Life. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 5.—{Special.]—The 
life of Frank Mclilhatton was saved by an 
exceedingly rare surgical operation, only 
nine other cases being recorded. The man 
was suffering from an aneurism or dilation 
of the great artery. To save his life it was 
necessary to reduce the aneurism and the 
hospital physicians had recourse to what fs 
known as “corridl’s operation.” A hollow 
porcelain covered needle was introduced tnto 
the aneurism and a section of a gold wire 
fifteen feet long passed through the hollow 
instrument and permitted to coil in the dis- 
eased region. The wire was then connected 
with a galvanic battery and the current 
turned on and increased at regular intervals.

PURCHASE CHECK SHOWN. 


New Owner, Thomas Byrne, to 


Fight Tax on More than 
Market Value. 


That there is sometimes a ‘wide discrep- 
ancy between the assessed and the market 
values of realty was brought home to the 
board of review yesterday by Thomas Byrne. 
Byrne recently bought a Woodlawn apart- 
ment house for about one-half of the figure 
at which it had been valued by the as#tssors, 
arid took before the board yesterday the 
check with which he had paid for the prop- 

. erty. He requested that the assessment he 
reduced to the purchase price. The board de- 
clined to make the cut, and the matter is still 
pending. 

Byrne's purchase is the Ingram apartment 
bulldtiv® at South Park avenue and Sixtieth 
street, which was held by former Secretary 
of State Richard Olney as trustee of the es- 
tate of Charles P. Cheney of Boston. The 
structure, a seven story building on a.106x150 
lot, was built during the world's fair boom. 
The title was first taken by Edward F. Gar- 
ton, and conveyed to Byrne for $59,950. It 
had been assessed at $117,500. Byrne was ac- 
companied by Garton before the board of re- 
view, and after they had presented their case 
the board offered to cut the assessment to 
$75,000. 

“ But that is nearly $16,000 more than its 
market value,” protested Byrne, and then, 
when the reviewers insisted, ‘he said: 

“T'll pay taxes on the real value of the 
property or not atall.”” Then he and Garton 
left the board rooms. 


_ Hetty Green Wants a Reduction. 

A real estate agent, who asked for a reduc- 
tion of the assessment against realty held 
by Hetty Green in Winnetka, left the room 
in no better frame of mind than did Mr. 
Byrre. The Winnetka lots had been valued 
at ,000, which the representative of Mrs. 
Green declared was exorbitant. The matter 
was held open for more evidence. 

But there were many who smiled when 
they left the board rooms, because the board 
had been generous in reductions, especially 
ir personal property valuations. Among the 
cases in which cuts were made are the fol- 
lowing: 


Illinois ’Phone Company Protests. 


The Illinois Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany was represented before the board by 
Thomas A. Moran with a request that an 
assessment of $1,500,000 made by the as- 
sessors be cut down. Mr. Moran said that, 
as the company had not yet reached a money 
making stage, the valuation was unwarrant- 
ed. He submitted the following data as a 
reasonable basis for assessment: Switch- 
board, $200,000; wires, $100,000; cash, $10,000.

Oriental, vegetable dyed rugs will outlast 
any modern rug, excepting our* most ex- 
pensive manufactures, five times over and 
will always give an air of refinement to any 
room in which they are placed. 


In putting rugs away for the summer tn- 


case of house clesing the following simple 
method can be easily carried out by the 
housekeeper: 

If the rugs are small, shake and sweep 
them on both sides with a clean broom; it 
large, have them beaten out of doors with 
a rubber hose and then swept. Prepare with 
old newspapers a roll as long as the rug‘is 
wide by twisting many papers together, into 
the twists of which you put moth balls or 
camphor. Begin at one end of the rug and 
smoothly roll it over this roll; when done 
take another rug, spread it upon the floor, 
cover this with a layer of newspapers, then 
roll this upon the first rolled ryg, and suv 
continue this until your judgment tells you 
that this roll is big enough to handle easily. 
By covering the ends of this roll with news- 
paper you can safely leave these rugs stand- 
ing on end in a corner of the room for the 
summer months, and when you return the 
washing up of your floors and cleaning your 
woodwork is but a few hours’ work and 
your room is * house cleaned "’ without un- 
due upsetting of things. 

Discard carpets first, then will follow other 
beautiful enlightenments in hygienic house- 
keeping which will tell the tired home maker 
that old ways are not’ the best ways for her 
mental and physical salvation.

CITY MENACED BY FRVER: 


INCREASE OF DISEASE ALARMS 
HEALTH OFFICIALS. 


Thirteen Tests Made in One Day and 
Ten of Them Reveal Presence of Ty- 
phoid—Sewage in Lake Given as the 

' Cause—Almost an Epidemic at Wil- 

. mette — “Boil the Water” Is the 
Warning Issued to ‘Citizens—Cau- 

tion on Mad Dogs. 


Typhoid fever ts menacing Chicago and 
the disease has increased so rapidly within 
the last few days that the health depart- 
ment has become alarmed. 

Blood from thirteen patients was tested 
in the city laboratory yesterday and in ten 
cases typhoid was revealed. 

According to the department reports the 
disease seems to be most prevalent ‘on the 
far north shore, especially at Wilmette, and 
south of Thirty-sixth street. It is charged 
to the presence of sewage in the lake. 

A physician from Wilmette called at the 
laboratory and said the prevalence of the 
disease in that suburb amounted almost to 
an epidemic. Wilmette gets its water from 
an intake 2,200 feet from shore, and the 
citizens want to extend the intake three 


“Boil the Water!’ 

‘“‘TIt is a crime for people to drink city 
water without boiling it,’’ was the emphatic 
warning issued by the city health office. 
“This is the season when the disease is 
likely. to become most prevalent, and vitizens 
cannot be too careful,’’ say the health offi- 
cials. ‘‘ Reports from Mercy and Passavant 
hospitals indicate that the disease is on the 
increase in those institutions. 

“ The department sounded a note of warn- 
ing after the heavy rains, beginning July 10/ 
which flooded the sewers and carried their 
contents into the lakes. Had people boiled 
their drinking water from that time, in- 
stead of drinking it from the faucets, there 
would not be so many cases of typhoid.”’ 


Don’t Kill Dog Too Soon. 


The department also issues a caution con- 
cerning dogs, and says that after a person 
has been bitten the dog should not be miiee 
until it is certain that it is rabid. 

This statement was called out by a post 
mortem which had just been held on a dog 
that had been killed in Austin after biting 
a boy. 

ei We are not sure whether the dog was 
mad.” said Dr. W. K. Jaques, director of 
the laboratory. ‘‘ Grass and a piece of rag 
were found in the beast’s stomach, but that 
is not necessarily an evidence of hydro- 
phobia. The only thing to do is to place the 
boy under the Pasteur treatment, which 
would not have been required if the dog had 
lived and had not developed rabies after a 
certain number of days. 

‘‘Last year a salesman in the employ ofa 
big Chicago business house was bitten by a 
dog. The animal was promptly killed. Sub- 
sequently the patient died with every symp- 
tom of hydrophobia. On holding a post 
mortem it was found that the man did not 
have hydrophobia, and it is ‘supposed he 
died of fright.”’ 


Chicago Death Rate Lowest. 


Chicago’s death rate continues to be the 
lowest and New York's the highest of the 
large cities of the United States, as is indi- 
cated by the annual statistical report being 
prepared for the health department by Dr. 
St. Clair Drake of the bureau of vital statis- 
tics.

STEAL WATER FROM CITY. 


THREE PLUMBERS OF 
SECRETLY TAPPING MAINS. 


Supt. Nourse to Make an Investigation 
at Once and Promises It Shall. Be 
‘Thorough—Connecting Pipes With- 
out Permit Makes It Possible to Rob 
the Municipality—Property Owners 
as Direct Beneficiaries of the Trick 
May Be Prosecuted. 


Three cases of supected water thefts from 
the city came tothe attention of Supt. Nourse 
of the water bureau yesterday. How serious 
they may be. how widespread the evil 
the superintendent does not know, but he is 
going to investigate and find out. He also 
promises the investigation shall be thorough. 

It came to the knowledge of the superin- 
tendent recently that some. plumbers had 
been making connections with water mains 
in the streets to houses and factories without 
procuring the necessary permit from his de- 
partment, but it was not until yestreday that 
definite information reached him, 

Under the law all plumbers, before they 
connect the city’s mains with the pipes of 
consumers, must first get a permit which 
not only means a small fee to the water de- 
partment but also notifies it as to what con- 
nections are made. | 


Enables Theft of Water. 


A concealed connection not only might keep 
from the city the notice that a meter should 
be put in, but might make it possible for 
water to be taken fromthe city’s mains with- 
out the knowledge of the department, and 
allow the consumer to use all he wanted to 
without any bill being rendered. It makes 
possible the stealing of water with small 
chance of the municipality ever knowing 
anything about it. 

In the three cases of which the superin- 
tendent has learned, plumbers on the north 
side have made these illicit connections. How 
many more of them there may- be the head 
of the water office does not now know, but 
says he proposes to find out. 

It is possible the plumbers have done it F 
simply to save themselves the small fee, and 
it is also possible the owners of the property 
were partners in the act and hoped to profit 
from the lack of notification to the water 
office. 


Will Punish Property Owner. 


Under the ordinance the plumber who 
makes such a connection is liable to a fine 
of from $5 to $50. Supt. Nourse, however, 
thinks a simple prosecution against the 
plumber alone would be insufficient and pro- 
poses to go after the property owner also. 

* I can’t say who the plumbers in question 
are, as the case is under investigation,’ said 
Mr. Nourse yesterday. ‘If it develops the 
work was done with the knowledge of the 
property owners it seems to me they ought 
to be proceeded against as well as the plumb- 
ers, as they might be the greater gainers by 
the proceedings.”

Acting Mayor McGann announced fester- 
day that all clubs which continued to sell 
liquor without at once taking out saloon li- 
censes would be prosecuted to the extent of 
the law. Chief of Police O'Neill, however, 
said later that the matter was one in which 
there was no hurry, and no precipitate action 
would be taken. In the meantime the corpor- 
ation counsel is considering the advisability 
of sending to the Supreme court an agreed 
case in which the variety of questions grow- 
ing out of these club licenses in Chicago can 
be finally passed upon.

analysis now being made in St. Louis shows 
the boy died from eating one of the poisoned 
tablets used in preserving milk they will 
show that Mrs. Guller did not give it to him, 
but that he procured it in some underhanded 
way and then, when critically ill, said she 
gave it to him. 


No Motive for Crime. 

There is no discoverable. motive for’ the 
commission of the crime by the woman. It 
is established that Guller and his wife 
wanted to be transferred from Bunker Hill 
and that Checksfield was sent to succeed 
Guller at the latter's urgent request. 

Mrs. Guller’s statement that she did not 
sive the boy candy is supported by her hus- 
band, who says he saw and heard all that 
took place while the boy was at the milk de- 
pot. He declares that his wife at no time 
was near enough to the boy to hand him candy 
or anything else. Guller says: 

‘* Mrs, Guller and myself were in the wash- 
room adjoining the receiving room. The 
Checksfield boy came to the outer door of the 
receiving room. I told him that he would 
have to wait a little while as the milk was not 
yet. 

** When the milk was cool the boy came into 
the receiving room and my wife noticed that 
he was chewing something. 

“* Are you chewing gum?’ she asked. 

“ * No,’ he answered, ‘it’s candy.’ 

“* Why, who treated you so nice as to give 
you candy?’ asked my wife. 

“* Kid I was playing with,’ said the boy.” 


Boy May Have Stolen Poison. 


The tablets, which are used to preserve 
samples of milk being kept to be tested, are 
in a tin box In the receiving room, where 
the boy could have reached them. It is be- 
lieved the boy had seen Guller use them 
and supposing they were good to eat entered 
the room and took one or more from the box. 

Mrs. Guller’s Gondition is serious. She has 
taken no sustenance since placed under ar- 
rest except such as has been administered 
by her physicians. She has slept only under 


} the influence of drugs. 


Much interest is shown in this new phase 
of the case, and friends of Mrs. Guller in- 
sist that her absolute innocence will be 
proven in the near future.

The American women schoolteachers in 
the Philippines who have left the service are 
being blacklisted by the Philippine commis- 
sion, according to a Manila newspaper, a copy 
of which was received at the war department 
today. They are prevented from obtaining 


of the Philippines. 
Col. Edwards, chief of the insular bureau, 
said he was without any other information 


explained that the schoolteachers entering 
the employ of the Philippine government did 
so with the understanding that they would 
remain at their posts for two years at least. 
It is sald that many teachers became dissat- 
isfied with their lot and resigned before 
the expiration of the two years, and that 
now they cannot get any other work. 

The teachers accuse the government, how- 
ever, of acting in bad faith in the matter of 
the payment of salaries, saying they were 
promised payment tn: United States currency, 


payment in Mexican currency, which had 
a fluctuating value. 

Another complaint was that some time they 
were not paid for three months. Other teach- 
ers complained that they were’ given to 
understand when they arrived in the Philip- 
pines they would be permitted to purchase 
supplies from the commissary stores at the 
prevailing reduced prices. This privilege was, 
however, cut off, and they were compelled to 
make purchases in stores at high prices, 
thus increasing the cost of living. 

Some of the teachers said that when they 
went with their complaints to the proper 
officials they were often told that if they 
did not like the service they could leave it, 
Then when they did so, they were barred from 
again entering other branches of the gov- 
ernment service, although they could pass 
satisfactory civil service examinations. 

During the first thirty days of the present 
fiscal year the postoffice department estab- 
lished 2,455 rural free delivery routes. The 
total number of routes established for the 
entire fiscal year that ended on June 30, 
19083, was 5,644, consequently nearly one-half 
as many routes havé been established since 
July 1 as were established during the pre- 
vious twelve months. 

This is largely due, however, to the fact 
that the appropriation of 1902 was exhausted 
several months before the close of the fiscat 
year, and while the work of mapping out the 
routes went on as before none was estab- 
lished after the funds ran out. 

On July 1 all these routes that had been 
in course of preparation immediately were 
established. There still remains unallotted 
of the appropriation for the rural free de- 
livery for the present fiscal year a sufficient 
sum to establish 4,000 additional routes.

But besides cheaper labor and cheaper 
materials, there is another condition upon 
which the success of the museum project 
may depend. . The legislature made certain 


‘provisions for maintaining the museum. 


First, it authorized an admission fee “ not 
to exceed 25 cents for each visitor over 10 
years of age and not exceeding 10 cents for 
each visitor of 10 years of age and under.” 
It authorized this fee, provided that the mu- 
seum “shall be open to:the public without 


charge for three days each week and to 


school children. at all times.” 
Second, it authorized a tax of one-half 


- mill on each dollar of taxable property in 


the south park district. This tax, however, 
does not become available till it has been 
submitted:to the voters of the park district 
and has received a majority of the votes 
cast. 

Despite all this there can be little doubt 
that work on the museum will not be long 
delayed. Mr. Field is of the opinion that 
materials and labor probably will be at reu-. 
sonable figures by the time the ground is 
ready for building. It is not now. Much 
earth will have to be dumped east of the 
Illinois Central right of way in order to 
make a site for the magnificent structure 
whieh Mr. Field intends to give the city. 
The conversion of what ‘is now water into 
dry laud cannot be brought about in a week 
or a month. As for the maintenance tax, 
the voters of the south park district are not 
so attached to their half mills that they 
wil refuse to vote it. They will not starve 
the museum they are all so anxious to get. 

There is to be a noble museum building on 
the lake front, the most attractive feature 
of what will be a most attractive park. It 
is only a question of time when the rich gift 
of a great merchant to a great city will be at 
the service of the public. From now on the 


progress made in filling the submerged park | 


lands, which has been slow in the past, will 

@e watched by Chicagoans with impatient 
interest, for they are confident that soon 
after what is now water becomes hard, dry 
land work on the Field Columbian museum 
will. begin. They have a lively hope that 
even if there should be no great decline in 
the cost of labor and materials a year or two 
hence, Mr. Field will waive his condition 
aud build without waiting for a further de- 
cline. 


THE REAL ESTATE ASSESSMENT. 

The board of assessors has made a valua- 
tion of real estate which exceeds that of last 
The board of review 
will now take up the assessment and pass 
on the complaints—of which there will be 
many—that it is too high. 

. Most of the complaints have Sede 
to, and disregarded by, the assessors, who 
are of the opinion that this, their second 
quadrennial assessment, is reasonably accu- 
rate. Presumably it is. The members of 
the board are now experienced. They are 
able to correct the mistakes made in pre- 
ceding valuations. It is undoubtedly the 
case that in some parts of the city real es- 
tate has long been undervalued. The cor- 
rection of an error of that kind provokes 
complaints, but they ought not to be heeded. 
A higher assessment will mean an in- 
crease in the total amount of taxes to be paid 
by the property owners of the county. All 
“who have enjoyed the illegitimate advan- 
tage of an undervaluation will pay consid- 
erably more than they did last year. Others 
who have been fairly assessed in the past 
will find their tax bills only a trifle larger. 
' The business men of Chicago have pros- 
pered during the year. There has been uo 
decline in rents to make improved real es- 
tate less productive. The community can 
afford to increase its tax contributions for 
public purposes. That an increase is needed 
‘cannot be denied. The evident growth in 
population makes it necessary for the city 
to have a larger revenue. The county needs 
more money. The sanitary district, which 
now includes Evanston and the Ca'umet 
region, nee’« more money to carry out new 
projects. 

If the city were on the down grade in in- 
dustry and population it would be right to 
protest against a hisher assessment and 
heavier taxation. Happily that is not the

Further 
good will be done by broadening the field of 
foreigu inspection. .No immigrant who is 
in good health should be ordered back be- 
cause he is extremely poor, but if he has 
become a pauper in the land of his birth le 
will remain a pauper wherever he goes. 
The United States will not cease to extend 
opportunities to industrious poverty, but it 
should not permit itself to be burdened with 
the cost of supporting the paupers and crim- 
inals of other countries. 


ORGANIZED TEAM OWNERS. 

And now we have a Sprivkling Team 
Owners’ association. The number of such 
associations in the teaming business is 
worth notice. 

First, there was the Chicago Team Own- 
ers’ association. It was formed only a year 
and a half ago. Its membership is confined 
to tompanies which do teaming and nothing 
else. 

Then came the Chicago Teaming Inter- 
ests’ association. This association took in 
firms which maintained teams for the trans- 
portation of their products. | 

Meanwhile team owners of all kinds had 
seen that in order to reach agreements with 
organized labor they needed an orgauization 
of their own. Hence the Coal Team Own- 
ers’ association, the Express and Van Team 
Owners’ association, the Commission Team 
Owners’ association, the Brick and Stone 
Team Owners’ association, and the Piano 
Movers’ association. The Sprinkling Team 
Owners’ association adds another to the list, 
and the proposed Tea Team Owners’ asso- 
ciation will continue the process. All] with- 
in eighteen months and all in one section of 
the local business world! 

But Chicago is not the only American city 
in which team owners are organizing. 
There is a National Team Owners’ associa- 
tion, with headquarters in New York, and 
there are local teaming organizations of one 
kind and another in Boston, Philadelphia, 
San Fraucisco, St. Louis, reenere. Minne- 
apolis, ete., etc. 

The employer who wishes to Associate 
himself with other employers can easily 
gratify his aspirations now. 

If ‘“ organization ” is the keynote of the 
modern world we are certainly pretty suc- 
cessful in keeping on the key.

Many of the 
workers in the Philadelphia cotton mills are 
on a strike, and it occurred to “* Mother” 
Jones that it would be an admirable idea 
to lead a small army of operatives from 
Philadelphia to Oyster Bay to enlighten the 
president about labor conditions which need 
remédying. Mother” Jones Oyster 
Bay, but did not have an opportunity to 
state her case personally. She wrote a let- 
ter to the president and got a reply from 
his private secretary informing her that the 
president has the heartiest sympathy with 
every effort to prevent child labor in facto- 
ries, but that “ under the constitution it is 
not at present seen how congress has powcr 
to act in such a matter. It would seem that 
the states alone at present have the power to 
deal with the subject.” 
| Somebody should have told “ Mother” 
Jones when she was starting out on her 
tramp that her journey ‘would be without 
result, beeause she was going to the wrong 
place and the wrong person. She should 
have led her little arm to Beaver, Pa., and 
cagled on Senator Quay, instead of marching 
to Oyster Bay to see. President Roosevelt. 
If the senator felt like it he could persuade 
the Pennsylvania legislature to enact strin- 
gent child labor laws. That such laws 
are needed is undeniable. The strike com- 
mission, of which Judge Gray was chair- 
man, had something to say on the subject. 
If the senator chose he could persuade the 
executive department of Penaosylvania.to 
enforce rigidly any child labor laws which 
may be enacted. The president has no such 
power of persuasion as Senator Quay has. 
Probably “ Mother” Jones had in mind 
the anthracite coal strike, which was ended 
through the president’s agency, Conditions 
were such that the president acted wisely 
in intervening. It would be quite another 
matter for him to attempt to take in hand 
the regulation of the child labor laws of 
Pennsylvania or any other state.

Sir Joseph, who was a popular member of 
parliament and an intimate friend and sup- 


porter of Mr. Gladstone, came in for some 
criticism among Quakers in America and in 
England for accepting a baronetcy from 
Queen Victoria, not only because titular dis- 
tinctions are contrary to the spirit of Quaker- 
dom but likewise by reason of the fact that 
baronetcies specifically entail the obligation 
tc furnish the crown with a certain number of 
men fully armed for service in the field, an 
obligation nowadays compromised by 
payment of a certain lump sum on creation. 


This was held to be opposed to the principle 
of ‘* peace at all cost,’’ which is one of the’ 
Society of 


chief articles of creed of the 
Friends. 


The founder of the fortunes of the Pease 


family was Edward Pease, the Quaker 
“ father of railways,’ the most intimate as- 
sociate of George Stephenson, and the creator 
of the Stockton and Darlington railroad, the 
first In England. His son Joseph was the 
creator of the now important town of Mid- 
dlesborough, as well.as the first Quaker mem- 
ber of parliament, his objection to taking ths 
oath leading to many acrimonious debates, 


while the late Sir Joseph was the first Quaker 


baronet. The business of the house was an 
extensive one, comprising banking, coal min- 
ing, iron works, limestone quarries, etc., and 
its collapse a few months ago created a tre- 
mendous sensation. Sir Joseph Pease was 
crushed thereby. Indeed, his death may be 
said to have resulted therefrom, since it 
broke not only his health but likewise his 
spirits to such an extent that for two months 
past his end has been foreseen. 

The revelations now being made at Bel- 
grade and also at Vienna by leading Servians 
established there, bearing in one way or an- 
other upon the tragedy which brought to a 
‘close. the reign of King Alexander, cannot 
fail to still further increase the disgust of all 
civilized people with Servia, and everything 
pertaining thereto. Thus ex-Premier George- 
vitch, the confidant of King Milan, the ex- 
ecutor of his will, and the friend In whose 
arms he died, not only swears but likewise 
furnishes proof of the fact that the attempted 
assassination of Milan by Knezevitch, prior 
to the marriage of Alexander and Queen 
Draga, was made by the instigation and di- 
rection of the latter. In one word itis shown 
that Alexander deliberately attempted to 
-have his father murdered. 

This is merely one of the many astounding 
revelations which are being made and which 
furnish details concerning the character of 
the last of the Obrenovitches and of his con- 
sort that would pass all belief were there no 
corroborative evidence. Indeed, It is impos- 
sible to refrain from the impression that 
Alexander was in many respects insane and 
that his wife was even still more abominable 
than has ever been known abroad until now, 
sy vile indeed that one is able to understand 
what Milan meant when, learning of the 
projected rriage of his only son, he warned 
him that there was no peasant born corporal 
or even private in the Seryian army who 
would not be ashamed to make such a-woman 
his wife.

King Edward, who visited with Queen 
Alexandra the Discovery just before. it 
sailed on the voyage of antarctic exploration, 
is manifesting an active interest in the steps 
that are being undertaken by the British 
admiralty for the relief of the expedition 
which, according to latest intelligence re- 
ceived, is icebound in southern polar seas. It 
is largely due to his initiative that a gov- 
ernment ship is being sent out for the re- 
Hef of Capt. Scott and his officers and men, 
and the king has insisted that orders should 
be given by the admiralty that in the event 
of the ice in the vicinity of the Discovery not 
breaking up about the time when the relief 
boat reaches the southern continent, Capt. 
Scott with his men should abandon their ship 
and return to England on board the relief 
vessel. 

Were it not for these orders Capt. Scott 
and his officers would be unable to abandon 
the Discovery without having to face a court 
martial on their return home. 

The abandonment of vessels, when com- 
manders holding commissions of the Royal 
navy are placed under the stress of circum- 
stances similar to those encountered by Capt. 
Scott, is not without historicalinterest. Thus 
H. M. S. Resolute, which was one of the 
five English ships dispatched under Ad- 
miral Sir Edward Belcher in 1854 to the 
north polar seas for the relief of Sir John 
Franklin, underwent similar vicissitudes as 
those which confront the Discovery. Sir Ed- 
ward Belcher was obliged to issue orders to 
the captain of the Resolute to abandon his 
ship. The latter was found adrift by an 
American whaler more than a thousand miles 
Cistant from the longitude and latitude 
where it had been deserted and was brought 
to New York. The British government hav- 
ing relinquished all claim to the vessel, the 
United States congress purchased it from the 
owners of the whaler, and after repairing it 
presented it to Queen Victoria, the ship ar- 
riving at Southampton towards the end of 
the fifties. When eventually the Resolute 
was broken up the queen, mindful of the com- 
pliment paid her by the American govern- 
ment, caused a large and handsome desk to 
be made of the wood of the craft, and in 1880 
presented it to the president of the United 
States, by whom it is used at the White house 
to this day. 

I may add that Admiral Sir Edward Belcher 
as well as the captain and officers of the 
Resolute had to face a court martial on re- 
turning to England for abandoning their 
ship, and after being put to a considerable 
amount of trouble and expense in connection 
with their defense were honorably acquitted. 
Thanks to the orders which King Edward 
has caused the admiralty to give with re- 
gard to the abandonment of the Discovery. 
Capt. Scott and the members of his craft will 
be exempt from any court martial on their 
return to England if they. have to abandon 
their ship.

Offenders in Bondage Case Go 
Down and Out—Warte 
Nicht a Winner, 


Col. A. W. Hamilton, presiding judge at 
the Harlem park racetrack, yesterday hand- 
ed down a ruling that summarily brought to 
a close the turf careers of D. J. (Danny) 
Lynch, C. Lind, better known from here to 
the Pacific) coast as “Frisco” Lind, and 
their jockey, J. Treanor. All of these he 
had suspended temporarily last Monday for 
the suspicious race run by their 8 year old 
black filly, Orsina, which is one of four 
young race horses bought by the racing firm 
of C. Lind & Co. last winter in San Fran- 
cisco at. the dispersal sale of the stable of 
W. O'B. Macdonough, the California mill- 
lonaire, that sprung suddenly into turf 
prominence ten vears ago by paying $150,- 
for imp. Ormonde, “‘the horse of the 
century.” 


The are made yesterday afternoon by 
Judge Hamilton, after a thorough investi- 
gation, declares the suspensions are made 
permanent, and Lynch, Lind, and Treanor 
are warned off the Harlem park racetrack, 
also it bars the further entry of Orsius, Orfeo, 
Organdie, Orsina, Muresca, Pupil, Emathion, 
Max Bendix, and Hard Knot, all horses 
owned by the racing firm of C. Lind & Co. 
The judge stated he would lift the bar against 
these horses, if sold outright, but that he 
would have {o be satisfied as to a bona fide 
May Belong to Macdqnough. 

The disbarment of the horses revived a 
rumor among horsemen who wintered in San 

rancisco that C. Lind & Co. did not really 
acqutre Orsina, Orfeo. Orsius, and Organdle 
by purchase, bug by prearrangement bid them 
in and only tooKthem to race; in other words, 
arranged with Macdonough to lease them for 
their racing careers, to be returned to his 
breeding stud ‘eventually. This, however, 
cannot be verified, and when the Lind stable 
came east last spring the horses were regis- 
tered with the Western Jockey club as the 
absolute property of C. Lind & Co. 

At the same time that Col. Hamilton hand- 
ed down his ruling, Judges F. J. Bryan and 
Sheridan Clark 6f the Chicago Jockey club 
issued thelr decision tn the Bondage drug- 
ging affair at the Hawthorne racetrack on 
July 27. It suspended indefinitely the stable 
of C. Lind & Co. and ruled off the turf James 
Lynch, a brother of Danny Lynch, and 
James Harris, the latter being also known 
as James Crabb. But it removed the sus- 
pension of John Robb, who was thougnt ww 
have been implicated tn the drugging of 
Bondage. | 

Warte Nicht Beats Gregor K.

WHEAT HAS A WEAK TORN 


SOME HEAVY SELLING ON GEN- 
ERAL FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


Crop Estimates from Kansas and the 
Northwest More Optimistic and Ex- 
port Deniand Still Dull, India Un- 
derselling This Country in Europe— 
Corn Dall and Lower, Although 
State Reports Show Falling Of in 
Condition—Oats Off a Fraction. 


Yesterday's wheat market was something 
of a shock to those who had figured that the 
price was firmly established in the 90s, and 
the shock was a!] the more severe because 
September wheat sold at the opening at Sic, 
an advance of %c from the previous close. 
It closed at 70%c, a break of 1%c from the 
top, and a net loss of Ic for the day. This 
early strength was largely in sympathy 
with a sharp advance in the London market, 
prices there 4%@144d higher, with the August 
delivery selling over $1.00 a bu. But profi 
taking on the opening swell was of great 
volume, forcing the price back to 79%c, with 
practically no reaction. A big demand de- 
veloped around the 8c figure and there was 
a rally of about %&c. But on this little upturn 
the selling became heavy again, and on some 


indicated the trade had not been hearing the 
best of the thrashing returns, and on 4 re- 
ported estimate of the crop in the northwest 
which was more liberal] than any figures the 
trade has been used to of late, there was a 
steady drop to 7c, with the close prac- 
tically on the bottom.

And Minneapolis was not strong at any time, 
showing weakness before Chicago broke and 
being more precipitate in its decline, losing 
St. Louis was the strongest of the do- 
mestic markets, losing \%c. Reports from 
there were of a sharp milling demand for 
wheat and liberal foreign acceptances of 
both hard and soft winter flour. The local 
flour demand was dull in all positione. 

Export bids for wheat were quoted 4 little 
nearer the market, but still so far away 
that the only business reported on the break 
was 10 loads. There were 50,000 bu hard 
winters worked from here to eastern millers 
and 15,000 bu new No. 2 red sold at %c over 
September. The inspection, 123 cars in, with 
68 grading contract, and 95 are estimated for 
today.

GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. | 


The committees before which will come a 
practical settlement of the insurance and 
warehouse question in ‘its application to the 
provision trade have, it is generally believed, 
a difficult problem to solve. President Chand- 
ler has appointed two committees to deal with 
the different branches of this subject, and 
one of them, at least, will hold a meeting at 
3 o'clock today. One committee was appoint- 
ed on the Geddes claim that a public provision 


ance facilities to any applicant, provided that 
room is available. Director J. H. Jones is 
chairman of this body, his colleagues being 
George Nicols, W. 8. Jackson, W. N. Eck- 
hardt, and Robert Pringle. On the Walter 
Hately petition that the president appoint 
a committee to give a hearing to both sides 
represented in the trade, and that some equit- 
able plan covering,the question of insurance 
on which all the interests can agree, the pres- 
ident appointed a committee consisting of W.

L. W. Bodman, and Albert Seckel. Chairman 
Chadwick will gather his colleagues today 
and promises a thorough and painstaking 
inquiry into the various phases of the matter 
his committee will be called upon to deal 
with. The questions likely to grow out of 
this inquiry are broad ones and will, more 
than anything has come up in recent years, 
be of interest to the packing and warehouse 
trade. While the position ofthe public ware- 
houseman is that .room in his warehouse be- 
longs first to himself, if he wishes to use 
it, and, secondarily, to owners of hog product 
who must find outside storage, he is not dis- 
posed to insist upon this privilege which, up 
to this time, he has generally enjoyed. There 
are few men in the provision trade whose in- 
terest does not lie distinctly on one side or 
other of the question; but even in the light of 
this self-interest there is a general recogni- 
tion of the fact that it would be well for the 
trade as a whole, if long standing customs 
were changed in a way to bring about greater 
equity. It is in a way a case wherein the 
rights of the many are to be recognized, 
rather than the interests of the few: and the 
phases of the proposition are rather more 
than would apply in the case of insurance and 
storage room on grain. ‘The provision 
trade,"’ .said a former packer yesterday, 
“ stands distinctly by itself. In a numerical 
way the interests involved are nowhere near 
as large as in grain, for which reason long 
standing customs have run into what are 
generally considered as laws governing the 
conduct of the business. While I am not dil- 
rectly interested, having no packing house or 
warehouse in this city, I can readily appre- 
ciate the fact that if these committees, or the 
directors, can ee upon something uniform 
and equitable, it will be a good thing for the 
trade as a whole. It does not seem hardly 
right that the owner of a warehouse must 
sell his room to other parties when he has 
use for it himself. A packer ts always inter- 
ested in getting low priced hogs, and he must, 
of course, look some ways ahead and know 
exactly where he stands in the matter of 
storage room. It is just as cheap for him to 
store product in somebody else’s house, and 
for this reason it is not particularly a ques- 
tlon of money or profit. I think every packer 
in the trade will readily stand by any agree- 
ment which is equitable in its operations and 
gives equal rights -to all.’ 


The federal courts have again upheld the 
legitimacy of transactions om the board of 
trade and frowned decisively on the efforts 
which are occasionally made by people desir- 
ing to get out of paying their debts on the 
pretext that they were gambling. George S. 
McReynolds has recovered judgment in the 
federal court at Boston to the amount of 
$1,700 from F. R. Rowell of Newport, N. H., 
a grain and feed deeler, who lost that 
amount In transactionsin corn. His defense 
was that he was gambling on the market 
and never intended to accept deliveries. He 
laid stress on the fact that, with his facili- 
ties for handling grain, it would have beé@én 
impossible for him to handle such an amount 
as he was trading in. The decision was ren- 
dered on Tuesday and its details have not 
reached here; but its import is the gratify- 
ing one that the commission man need not 
inquire into the motives of his customers 
for making trades, nor the customers take 
advantage of improper motives if they 
choose to consider them improper. 

Some of the exporters had advices from 
Liverpool of free offerings of Indian wheat 
for September and October shipment at a 
price equa! to 81\4c delivered at that market. 
This wheat will arrive at Liverpool in De- 
cember, and on the basis of Sic for Decem- 
ber wheat here, and the present cost of ship- 
ping wheat from this market to Liverpool, 
the Indian wheat is said to be 8.7c cheaper 
than wheat can be shipped from Chicago.

The state reports on corn are all showing 
a moderate drop in condition during July, 
and indications that the good effeets of the 
favorable weather early in the month were 
all lost, and more through the drought that 
followed, or that the crop, with its late start, 
is not making normal growth. The Illinois 
state report shows a loss of 5 points during 
July, from 78 to 73. The Iowa state report, 
not announced until after the close, gives the 
corn condition Aug. 1 as 73, compared with 
77 a month earlier. The Ohio report states 
that favorable weather is needed to make 
even a fair crop. The Missouri report, out 
the day before, made the August condition 72, 
compared with 74in July. The state reports 
suggest a general drop of about 4 points in 
condition. This would Indicate a general 
condition of 75.4, compared with 86.5 on Aug. 
1, 1902, 87.5 in 1901, and 51.7 in 1900. 

There were indications yesterday that 
some of the good thrashing returns have not 
been reported to this market ae sedulously 
as the poor ones. The trade had notice of an 
estimate of the Kansas City Star of a wheat 
crop of 93,000,000 bu for Kansas, based on 
20) actual thrashing returns from different 
sections. Authorities still differ, however, 
for Smiley, secretary of the Kansas State 
Grain Dealers’ association, puts the crop at 
72,000,000 bu. Shields of the Simons-Shields 
Grain company of Kansas City says on this 
subject: ‘Kansas certainly harvested 
5,750,000 acres of wheat, and I have not 
heard of any one estimating the average 
yield at less than 16 bu per acre. This would 
mean a crop of about 90,000,000 bu.”’ 


W. B. Bogert, who until the coneolidation 
of Bartlett-Frazier and Carrington-Patten 
had charge of the office business of the latter 
firm, has started a commission business of his 
own, as W. B. Bogert & Co., with offices in 
the Rialto building. Mr. Bogert is popular 
and progressive and considered one of the 
younger members, although having had a 
board of trade experience of about twenty 
years.

wheat market should break wide open.” 
There was enough selling of wheat by those 
who hoped or feared for such an effect to 
make the close decidedly weak. 

“It is very peculiar,’’ said Mark Bates, 
“that the Illinois corn condition, accérding 
to the state report, should have lost 5 points 
in the face of all the good weather we had dur- 
ing July. Illinois and Missouri are now-ona 
parity as to condition, and both of them 
are such big corn states that it does not argue 
a bearish showing later on.”’ 


These are perilous and uncertain times for 
the small wheat bull. The other day the 
Spencer party sold out a big line, smashing 
the market on Patten and other holders. Re- 
cently there has been some Spencer buying 
again, but yesterday Patten unloaded a few 
million bushels and the market had another 
sinking spell. 

Loman of Casselton is inclined to question 
the Dalrymple statement, that the wheat crop 
is the finest in ten years. Hesays: “It will 
average up good, but will be no such crop as 
we had in 1895 or 1891. The weather now is 
bad and it doesn’t look like clearing up.” 

The Winnipeg Commercial says: ‘If any- 
thing may be taken as reliable as to the 
probable yield it is the estimate of from 
45,000,000 to 50,000,000 bu of wheat for Mani- 
toba.”’

CHICAGO SPILL A SELLER 


LOCAL HOUSES DISPOSE OF MORE 
STOCKS THAN THEY BUY. 


Much of the Trading for Short Account 
—Tired Holders Also Part with Se- 
curities—Those Who Have Money 
Will Not Purchase Because They 
Fear Lower Prices—New York Bank- 
ers. Explain Volume of Loans by 
Course of Trust Companies. 


Chie commission houses were free sell- 
ers of pe yeuterday in the New York mar- 
ket. It is noteworthy that for weeks Chicago 
traders and investors in the majority of in- 
stances have either liquidated stocks they 
held or spe¢ulated on the short side of the 
market. The attitude of local people has 
been so pronounced as to excite comment in 
Wall street, The Chicago attitude, too, has 
been right. 


Yesterday one of the Jeading houses re-— 


ported some investment buying, but the vol- 
ume of the business was either short selling 
or covering short contracts. Another large 
house reported its customers selling largely 
for the short account, with a considerable 
Those who in that 
house were selling long stock did.so not be- 
cause they were unable to furnish further 
margins, but because they thought prices 
would go lower. 

Another house -which ranks among the 
largest was a seller most of the day. Two 
other houses also reported more selling than 
buying. 

From yesterday's business it is evident that 
local investors and speculators still believe 
in lower prices. This is not the case so gen- 
erally as in the east. Private advices from 
Wall street yesterday were to the effect, how- 
ever, that the brokers on the floor of the ex- 
change were scared and nervous. 

The money market continues unchanged at 
5% to 6 percent. The demand issteady, com- 
ing from all interests. 


‘New York Loans Explained. 


New York bankers are beginning to ex- 
plain the increase in loans of New York as- 
sociated banks by asserting that the New 
York trust companies, which with non- 
member banks control half the deposits of 
New York City, have quit lending money 
and are placing their funds on deposit with 
the national banks. In consequence the 
trust companies are out of the market fn 
making 2 per cent loans, and the burden falls 
on the national institutions. An officer of 
one of the large New York banks says: 

“The reason why the loans of the clear- 
ing house banks do not show a decrease is 
plain. When call money declines to 2 per 
cent the trust companies retire from the 
market and let their deposits accumulate in 
the banks, which pay them 2 percent. The 
banks have to do the best they can with 
these deposits. They must maintain against 
the deposits a reserve of 25 per cent, and 
often cannot get more than 1% per cent for 
eall loans. 

“On the other hand, when money rates are 
high the trust companies draw upon their 
deposits and loan them out. People who 
discuss the bank statement critically should 
remember that the associated banks carry 
only about half the deposits of the city. The 
other half is in the trust companies and in 
the nonmember banks, but they all lean 
upon the associated banks. The clearing 
house committee recognized this some time 
ago, and therefore required the trust com- 
panies, which enjoy the privilege of clearing, 
to keep a moderate reserve in their own 
vaults.”’ | 

Another banker adds this further explana- 
tion: | 

“The cause of the increase in loans is the 
shifting of loans from a box, wherein they 
do not appear im the bank statement, to a 
box wherein they do appear. Out of town 
banks have called in their loans made 
through banks here, in which they keep their 
deposits, and the New York banks have 
loaned the money on call for their own ac- 
count. The loans for the account of out of 
town banks have thus been reduced to a min- 
imum.” | 


Possible Trust Company Merger. 


It is announced in New York that negotia- 
tions are well advanced for the merger of the 
North American Trust company with the 
Trust Company of America. 

According to the returns recently submitted 
to the state banking department of New 
York, the Trust Company of America had 
loans of about $13,000,000 and deposits of $19,- 

; The company has a capital stock of 
2,500,000 and surplus and undivided profits 
of $3,214,622. Ashbel P. Fitch Is president. 

The loans of the North American Trust 
company amounted to §11,150,000 and its 
deposits $14,557,000. Its capital stock is

dent of the company.

Is Morgan Selling Telephone? 


George M. Cummings, one of the vice pres- 
idents of the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company, has resigned his position. 

This resignation has occasioned considera- 
ble surprise in Boston. Mr. Cummings, pre- 
vious to appointment with the telephone 
company, was vice president of the Erie rail- 
road, and was understood to be J. Plerpont 
Morgan’s representative in the telephone 
company. He was appointed vice president 
shortly after the annual meeting. The ques- 
tion in Boston is whether Mr. Morgan has 
been selling the stock which has been going 
to Boston from New York In apparently 
unlimited amounts. Mr. Morgan has been 
one of the largest stockholders tn the com- 
pany for years, but never had a representa- 
tive on the board prior to the election of Mr. 
Cummings, although he had been invited to 
have a member of his firm upon it. 

Chicago Stocks. 

Nationa! Biscuit common was actively sold’ 
on the local exchange yesterday. §.

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STOCKS IN UGLY TANGLE 


TRADERS GLAD WHEN CLOSING 
HOUR ENDS TENSION. 


Liquidatien and Terrific Declines in 
Prices, Combined with the Failures 
_oef Two Firms, Throw Market Into 
Semi-Panic—Efforts to Check Slump 
Are Unavailing—Demand for Shares 
of Any Kind Exceedingly Light and 
Everything Goes at Sacrifice. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—The hour for clos- 
ing of today’s stock market was hailed with. 
relief by the highly strung members of the 
exchange. The day was one of excitement 
and alarm, and the fading away of the prices 
of securities was sorapid and comprehensive 
as to arouse grave fears of the consequences. 

The announcements of two failures were 
the only actual disasters to develop, and 
neither of these was asurprise. Some of the 
day's liquidation was supposed to be of col- 
lateral on the loans of the failed firms, al- 
though it was officially announced in one case 
that the creditors hac decided to withhold the 
collateral from the market in its present con- 
dition. It was evident th&t a general closing 
out of collateral in loans was in progress and 
much of it was allowed to go for what it 
would bring. 

As the demand for stocks is sti]] exceeding- 
ly ight the natural result was a demoraliza- 
tion of the market and the pressure grew more 
acute by the reactionary effect of the selling 
in forcing a shrinkage of the collateral in 
other loans. The close was low and nervous,
